Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the provisions of law, we herewith sub- 
mit our report for the year 1971. 


This Board has had quite a busy year, including helping 
out our various committees in making our 200th Anniver- 
sary celebration a success. The highway department had 
quite a task in preparing for and cleaning up before and 
after the numerous events. 


On our Chapter 90 work, we progressed as expected ex- 
cept that time ran out, but we expect that we will have 
more time in the coming year to spend on our ‘Chestnut 
Plain Road project. We plan to have the surface treatment 
completed as far as we have graded, and will proceed with 
the drainage and grading as time permits. 


Our Chapter 81 money was spent as usual mostly for main- 
tenanee. We are still concerned about the ‘‘Old Masterson 
Road’’ for the coming year. 


We had two emergencies on bridges, which we did not 
expect. We purchased five I-beams at a great savings for 
future needs. We feel that in about the next two years we 
should have the greater part of our bridge problems under 
control. 


We are not happy about the new re-location of our Con- 
way Road, and we have had several meetings with the 
Northampton Water Commissioners and their engineers with 
little result. We have contacted the County Commissioners 
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and told them that we will not accept the new road until it 
meets our town requirements. 


We received our new Ford truck and it is working satis- 
factorily. 


We were ordered by the State Environmental authorities 
to appear in Springfield for a hearing about air pollution 
which was caused by our dump burning. There was a sem- 
inar in Northampton on land-fill dumps which we also at- 
tended, and we met in Hatfield with their Selectmen in re- 
gard to forming a regional dump area, which is still being 
looked into. 


We had a special town meeting for money to start what 
we call a modified land-fill area at our old dump site, and 
we have been albe to control the burning situation with the 
use of a dump attendant and limited hours of opening the 
dump, with a gate at the entrance. A shelter was purchased 
for the attendant, and bumper stickers have been obtained 
which are available from the attendant. We applied for a 
dump attendant under the EEA program and this position 
now comes under that funding. We still do not know 
whether the State will allow us to operate our dump on the 
present site, and we are still looking into this matter. 


The Selectmen are running into more problems as they 
go along, and advice and guidance of our town counsel is 
needed more each year. Some people do not realize that 
they need a building permit for new construction as well as 
for remodelling. We are preparing copies of our Zoning 
By-Law to be delivered with each town report. 


The Board of Health has had pressure from the State san- 
itation Authorities for closer supervision of septic tanks 
and leach fields, and permits to install or alter septic tanks 
are now necessary. These are issued by the Board of Select- 
men as Board of Health, and must be obtained before instal- 
lation is started. 


The old barns on the Wells Smith property were demol- 
ished before our parade, and no longer create a hazard, and 
it helps beautify the area. 


As of March ist, we will be required to have a plumbing 
inspector, and all plumbing work must have a permit before 
installation. The State Plumbing inspector will have super- 
vision of this program and this State ruling will be enforced. 


The problem of dogs chasing deer has become very seri- 
ous in this area, and the State Division of Fisheries and Game 
has issued an order that all dogs be restrained from running 
at large until further notice. Many people do not realize 
that their supposedly home-loving dogs often gang up with 
others and run wild in the woods, chasing deer and other 
animals until they are exhausted and are killed. These dogs 
are subject to being destroyed by game wardens and police 
if found running loose.

Increased spending in 1971, due to wage in- 
creases, emergencies and in some cases, poor planning, 
nearly exhausted our Reserve Fund, and we have urged 
all departments to watch their expenditures very close- 
ly and do their best to keep within their budgets in 
bie. 


It appears, however, that in some cases, increases 
in 1972 budgets cannot be avoided. Insurance costs 
are up, winter storms cannot be predicted, wage in- 
creases cannot be avoided, and general costs are 
higher in all categories. 


We have been fortunate in getting State reim- 
bursements closely comparable to their ‘‘Cherry Sheet’’ 
estimates, so that we do have some available ‘‘free 
cash”? which can be used to reduce the tax rate. The 
financial success of the Bicentennial celebration also 
contributed to the “free cash’”’ item, due to the very 


ol 


efficient planning of that executive committee, and to 
them we give thanks. 

Many legal problams arose in 1971 requiring con- 
sulation with our town counsel, including several court 
appearances. Mr. Walder has been very conservative 
in his charges for his efficient services, so that we did 
not overdraw our town officer’s account very seriously. 
More use of his services will be needed in 1972, with, 
naturally, additional expense. 

The Selectmen were presented, just before our 
budget meeting, with a petition asking that Chapter 
32B, relating to town participation in life, accident and 
health insurance premiums for all regular town em- 
ployees, be presented on the town meeting ballot for 
adoption. With only a limited time to determine the 
necessity and costs of such acceptance, your committe 
is still studying the matter and at this time is not ready 
to approve it. This item will appear on the ballot, not 
as an article in the warrant. 

The fire department is requesting that funds be 
set aside for a new fire truck. The present engine is 
18 years old and very shortly the insurance rating 
bureau will declare it obsolete and inadequate as a 
protection unit. It is recommended that $6,000. a year 
be set aside toward the purchase of a new truck, so 
that it may be purchased in about three years and 
delivered in the fourth year. ,One year to eighteen 
months is required for delivery after a purchase con- 
tract is signed. A committee for investigation of such 
a prospective purchase is being requested at this time. 
The voting of funds for a fire truck cannot be made 
so far in advance, but funds can be set aside in a 
Stabilization Fund to be invested in income-producing 
securities until needed. This fund, however, cannot 
be earmarked for any specific purpose. 

No new highway vehicles are asked for in 1972, 
but restoration of the 4-wheel-drive loader just pur- 
chased through Civil Defense (for $350.00) is required 
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and a portable welding outfit for bridge and highway 
work is needed. An appropriation of $1,800. for such 
equipment is requested, to be taken from Road Ma- 
chinery Fund. 

In order for us to have a water supply for its build- 
ings in the center of town, we must cooperate with the 
Whately Water District, and appropriate $1,500.00. 
for the town hall and $1,500. for the library, since the 
Allis service will cease on July 1, 1972. The Center 
School, fortunately, was able to finance this item from 
their 1971 budget. 

The establishment of a Special Regional Voca- 
tional School District Planning Committee will be re- 
quested in the warrant. We do not recommend that this 
committee be set up. 

The assessors have deferred their request for tax 
maps, but expect further pressure from the State for 
100% valuation to be effected. 

The purchase of additional land for cemetery pur- 
poses is being investigated, but we advise postpone- 
ment of a purchase at this time. 

With a modest ‘‘free cash” balance as of Dec. 31, 
1971, we recommend that $6,000. be voted to the 
Stabilization Fund, and that $12,000. be voted to re- 
duce the tax rate for 1972. 

No changes in the selary schedule previously 
adopted is advised. A small amount has been added 
to the budget item to take care of additional legal 
costs.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 
Committee - 1971 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


The Public Health Nursing Advisory ‘Committee of Ash- 
field, Conway, Sunderland and Whately held two regular 
meetings with the Public Health Nurse, Mrs. Lorraine 
Strippe and three meetings with Mrs. Cecelia Downing, state 
nursing advisor. 


On April 21st the committee met in Conway for election 
of officers. Mrs. Grace Baker resigned as chairman of the 
committee after many years of service to the towns in this 
capacity. Elected for the year 1971-1972 included: Mrs. 
Barbara Wickland, chairman; Mrs. Loretta Davis, vice- 
chairman; Mrs. Betty Orloski, secretary. Mr. Richard 
Ouimette was weleomed as a new member from Conway, 
fillmg the vacancy made by Mrs. Arlene Parker’s resignation. 


It was voted to increase the substitute nurse’s salary to 
$17.00 per day. Our contract with Franklin County Public 
Hospital for physical, occupational and speech therapy was 
renewed and signed by a selectman from each town in May. 


Due to refurbishing of the Sunderland Town Hall, Mrs. 
Strippe’s office was moved across the hall, thus necessitating 
the purchase of a large metal cabinet for her supplies. 


In Sept. Mrs. Strippe, Mrs. Baker and myself met with 
Mrs. Downing in preparation for the nursing survey to be 
made Nov. 8 & 4th for Medicare certification. A record eval- 
uation must be made every six months by a member of the 
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professional advisory committee and a member from the 
nursing advisory comm. Policy revisions must be made every 
two years, minimum. 


On Nov. 10th, our regular meeting was held in Ashfield 
to present and approve our budget for 1972. It was voted 
to inerease the nurse’s milage compensation to $.12 per 
mile, 


A meeting was also held with Mrs. Downing to discuss 
her findings of our agencies survey. Our nursing care and 
records are excellent, our policy revisions were acceptable, 
but along with other towns in the county our contract with 
Franklin County Public Hospital was unsatisfactory (this is 
under negotation at this time). One stipulation for Medi- 
care certification may require the agency be headed by a 
certified Public Health Nurse with a Masters Degree in Pub- 
lie Health Nursing, this matter is under advisement by the 
joint professional advisory committee with members from 
each Public Health agency in Franklin County. 


The Public Health nurse also serves our communities as 
a school nurse and as the number of home visits have de- 
creased, more time has been spent in the schools. The nurse 
may be reached at her office in the Sunderland Town Hall 
from 8:30 - 9:30 A.M. Monday through Friday. During her 
vacation Mrs. Javita Hart substituted. 


We are very grateful to Mrs. Strippe and Mrs. Hart for 
the efficient and conscientious manner in which they have 
carried out their duties as Public Health Nurse for these 
communities.

Report of Tree Warden 
and Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Appropriations that were alloted to the Tree Department 
were insufficient. More funds were asked of the finance 
committee due to the strong wind storm of June 8th which 
left many downed trees, broken limbs, and_ branches 
throughout the town. Also, several weakened trees that 
were unsafe were cut down. 


Pruning has been done throughout the town especially on 
Chestnut Plain and Christian Lane, the route of the bicen- 
tennial parade, making it safe for those who came to view 
the parade. 


Twenty five new trees have been planted in the town. 


Twenty one Elm trees were tagged in July and since then 
more have shown signs of the Elm disease, which are not 
tagged. Twenty six Elms were cut and several other species 
also were removed with the assistance of the Utilities and the 
Department of Natural Resourees.. However, eighteen more 
Elms are left to be eut in 1972. 


Spraying of poison ivy should be resumed this year as it 
is making a come back. The last spraying took place in 1968. 


In ease of a wind storm, it is impossible to be everywhere 
at once and residents should notify the tree warden of any 
trees or branches that are in the highways.

To the Citizens of Whately: 


The greater part of the planned renovation of the town 
hall was accomplished prior to the anniversary celebration, 
and the building was available for use at that time.

Work in the stairway area has not been fully completed, 
but was sufficiently advanced to allow full use at the cele- 
bration. We plan to complete staining and painting in this 
area with some carpetting to be installed in the lobbies. 


To comply with State fire regulations, the rear stairway 
doors will have to be replaced and new hardware installed. 
The roof of this part of the building must also have new 
shingles. Funds for continuing this work will be requested 
in the 1972 budget. 


Painting of the outside of the building will have to be 
done within a few years, but we think it can safely be post- 
poned for the time being. 


It is to be noted that, with the improvements in the Com- 
munity Room, the use of the large auditorium has been con- 
siderably reduced, but this room is still kept heated above a 
freezing temperature, so that a quick recovery can be had 
at any time it is needed. While this requires more fuel (elec- 
tricity) than the previous heating methods, it is believed 
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that deterioration of the building is sufficiently reduced to 
warrant the extra expense. 


Any suggestions as to further improvements that may be 
advisable will be appreciated by your committee.

I hereby submit the following report. 
Twenty three (23) barns housed the following:

All of the dairy heards have been tubereulin and brueello- 
sis tested under state supervision. The barns were in satisfae- 
tory condition and all animals appeared to be free of con- 
tagious disease. 


Five cases of dog bite were reported to me during the 
year. The dogs were quarantined, according to state law, 
for a period of 14 days on the premises of the owner. Dur- 
ing the period of quarantine none of the dogs showed signs 
of rabies so were released.

Keport of Library Trustees 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


It was necessary to replace our oil burner this year, and 
due to corrosion the fuel tank developed leaks which allowed 
water to mix with the fuel oil, and this unit also had to be 
replaced. In consequence, other planned maintenance pro- 
jects had to be curtailed. We have to remember that this 
building is now 22 years old and is beginning to develop the 
difficulties of old age. 


Late in the year, it was found that some of the roof gut- 
ters had rotted out, as well as some of the wood cornices 
under them, and these will have to be replaced in the spring. 
Some interior painting was done by our board members and 
new drapes were installed in the children’s room. The ex- 
terior woodwork and window sash must be painted soon, or 
further deterioration will result. 


With the continued acquisition of books, our collection 
has far outgrown shelf space, and books are stacked on win- 
dow sills, tables and floor. We must, as soon as possible, 
provide more shelving, which can only be located in the 
auditorium. Hopefully, some of this necessary shelving can 
be built by our board members, with considerable saving in 
cost. 


Obviously, all of these things cannot be done in one year, 
and we plan to do the most urgent first. 


Investments, due to improved interest rates have provided 
some extra income for the current year, but unfortunately 
the State has not provided the promised increase in library 
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grants. Therefore, the $1,000. used in 1971 is not available 
in 1972. Any 1972 State grants will not be available until 
1973 without a special town meeting to appropriate them. 
Consequently, an increase to the town appropriation is neec- 
essary, from $3,000. in 1971 to $3,800. in 1972. 


It is our feeling that the value of our library has been 
demonstrated to our public, and we hope there will be no 
opposition to this appropriation. 


The continued support of the public and particularly the 
readers is very much appreciated and we hope we may con- 
tinue to merit that support.

SUMMING IT ALL UP FOR 1971: 


Circulation figures remained stable despite the drain of 
readers by the first half of the Bicentennial Year. The sharp 
decrease in juvenile circulation was caused by the inclement 
weather that precluded the weekly library trips of the Cen- 
ter School. Young people from third grade through high 
school continued to show unusual self-reliance and skills in 
tracking down their reference problems. Mrs. Violet Dur- 
gin, the Western Region’s Reference Librarian, continued to 
tap the sources of the five-collezge community, Boston, or 
further afield to take care of reference needs that could not 
be handled locally. Reading for pleasure increased among 
adults with the emphasis on best sellers, mysteries, and per- 
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iodicals as well as controversial non-fiction. Whately con- 
tinues to be the town that likes to read. 


THE LIBRARY YEAR: 


The Bicentennial year for the library was filled with gifts. 
Old and young gave time or help, craftsmanship or money 
to make 1971 an unforgettable library year. What follows 
is the story of that year’s happenings; events, people and 
gratitude all mixed together - which is the way it was. 


THE HAPPENINGS: 


The trustees redecorated the Children’s Room, walls were 
painted by the Elliott Barker’s and Herbert Steeper, the 
ceiling given a fresh coat of paint by Sabin Filipkowski, 
new draperies were hung, making the room look fresh as 
summer. 


Sabin Filipkowski painted the ceiling of the main room 
brightening it considerably. Herbert Steeper enameled the 
fireplace, the front door and some woodwork, installing a 
brass hand guard on the front door so the library looked 
erisp and new for the celebration. 


In preparation for the celebration Sabin Filipkowski and 
son, Alan transformed the auditorium into a Museum Room. 
Edna Williams and Muriel Barker completed the change 
by arranging displays of exhibits from the Historical Room 
as well as those loaned for the occasion. ‘Close to a thousand 
visitors visited the library and saw the displays. The library 
was open afternoons and evenings throughout the week, 
hostessed by Marion Carter, Mary Belanger and members 
of the Historical Society. 


Eugene Wood presented the library with everyone’s fa- . 
vorite exhibit; the interior of the North Center School, now 
at Storrowton, complete with desks, benches, children, blaek- 
board, map, chunk stove with its teakettle - even a white 
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mouse on the woodpile in the shed. The gift was in mem- 
ory of his Mother, Florence Wood, who taught there in 1899. 


The North Center School was also the subject of the prize- 
winning study by Stephen Maniatty that now hangs over 
the fireplace. Mr. Maniatty’s painting shows the school as 
it is in Storrowton at the Eastern States Exposition. A paint- 
ing of the school as it was when it was on North Street was 
commisioned by Paul F. Field from J. J. Wall, who, after 
he painted it gave it to the library. It rests on the mantel- 
piece and reealls an earlier era. 


Three summer story hours were held by story-tellers 
Adelia Bardwell, Jan Roberge, and Jean Siano for delighted 
audiences of the very young. 


From February through May, Lawrence Kimmel, a li- 
brary cataloger volunteered his skills each week to help 
clear up the backlog of uncataloged books. 


Mrs. Cane gave a talk to the Dickinson Reunion on the 
library and §. White Dickinson on Saturday of the bicen- 
tennial week resulting in two hundred and fifty visitors to 
the library within three hours on that afternoon. 


The gift to Whately from the Whatelys of the United 
Kingdom of two sterling silver spoons handwrought in 1771 
were without a suitable case for displaying them. Eugene 
Wood designed and made a handrubbed cherry case that 
shows them to superb and dignified advantage. 


Mrs. John Martin of Amherst gave the library a refrig- 
erator so that ice for summer story hours and for the Book 
Fair’s punch is at hand and will not have to be brought in. 


The 18th annual Christmas Book Fair owed its success to 
people; to Marlaine Antes, art supervisor, whose six Whate- 
ly grades created the magical decor of the fair, to Kathryn 
Davidson for vivid study of a lake in autumn, to Constance 
Futter for the filled-to-overflowing basket of brushes, to 
Kit Fleuriel who supervised the food table, to Jean Siano 
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and the Christmas belles who took care of grabs and punch 
and gifts, and to the hard working committee who made 
everything fall into place. But especially to the Herbert 
Steepers for the generous check given the Book Fair from 
the sale of Bargello embroidered glass cases they designed. 
And, to Muriel Barker for the Christmas tree ornaments 
she made that added to the fund. 


The library received a permanent six foot balsam tree to 
set up by the fireplace from Nancy and Donald DeLano that 
will continue to give Christmas joy for years to come. 


Tht most memorable gift of the year was the annual child- 
ren’s Christmas Party. Planned in its entirety by the 
Whately 4-H girls under the leadership of Lois Bean and 
Kit Fleuriel, they showed three puppet plays, one of them 
based on the beloved Taddy Mouse stories of Dorothy Pol- 
hemus, sang carols to Vicki Daniels electric guitar, made all 
the cookies they served with ice cream, and after the child- 
ren left, cleared up and restored everything to normal. En- 
tertaining eighty-three children was an art they managed 
perfectly. 


There were unspectacular gifts - none-the-less appreciated 
- of leaks repaired, ground plantings made, lights hung on 
the blue spruce, fires laid, furnace help, cartons moved, the 
refrigerator picked up from Amherst... by Sabin Filipkow- 
ski, Peter Orloski, and Ernest Belanger. There is Paul 
Field, giver of countless books, periodicals, and recordings, 
handler of Book Fair funds, unsnarler of finances, whose 
generosity 1s an every-month-of-the-year affair. There is 
Marion Carter who sat in for the absent librarian through- 
out the year, some times on very short notice, kept the scrap 
book of Whately news up to date, helped on all special pro- 
jects and donated hours to the library. There is Frank Far- 
rick who has brought children to the Christmas story hour 
for eighteen years and taken them home again on his bus. 


The Bicentennial Pottery Committee gave the library one 
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of the heirloom jugs made by David Halsey to add to the 
Whately pottery collection. Other gifts include the generous 
cheek given the Book Fair by the F. L. Roberts Co., Ine. 
towards the purchase of the costly International encyclo- 
pedia of Social Science, this year’s book fair aim, and the 
Maiewski fund that has enabled the library to purchase val- 
uable reference books they could not otherwise afford. Gifts 
of books were donated by Herbert Steeper, the Karl Rya- 
vees, Linda Walker, Jane McWilliams, the Milton Soffers, 
Mrs. ‘Charles Lippincott, and an encyclopedia by Joanne 
Sheldon. Periodicals were given by Ernest Belanger, Elliott 
Barker, Paul Field, and Merit P. White. 


The Bicentennial year is past but the luster it shed will 
be slow to fade.

Report of 
Tri-Town Beach District 


Another successful season of the Tri-Town Beach District, 
serving the Towns of Whately and Deerfield, was completed 
on the 7th of September, 1971, having opened on the 19th 
of June, 1971, and served approximately 229 families, who 
purchased season tickets, and several daily patrons who paid 
on a per diem basis. 


During this period, the beach was regularly manned by 
qualified life guards. The Commissioners met regularly for 
the purpose of administrating programs and controlling the 
personnel and business of the District. 


An official Dedication Ceremony was held on July 11, 1971 
on the shores of the beach where a flag-raising ceremony 
was featured after a dedication speech by the Commission’s 
dedicated chairman, Edward D. Crafts. 


The swimming lesson program, a popular feature, con- 
tinued through the season serving children of the partici- 
pating towns on a regular basis, under the direction of a 
qualified instructor. 


The facilities are being constantly improved and added 
to. This year approximately 250 yards of additional fine 
granulated beach sand was purchased and spread in place. 
Also, grading of the beach area was continued and refined. 
The access road to the beach area was graded and gravelled 
in order to keep under control the amount of air-borne bac- 
teria disturbed by vehicular use of the road. It is anticipated 
that eventually the road will be surfaced with bituminous 
conerete. ( 
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Analysis of the pond water is constantly made by facili- 
ties at the University of Massachusetts, and reports of its 
purity have always indicated superior quality. In order to 
confirm the analysis of the laboratory, the Commissioners 
asked an independent laboratory to run a chemical analysis 
and the results again proved the water to be of superior 
quality. 


The Commission’s schedule of future improvements in- 
volve the establishment of a diving area for which steel has 
already been purchased. Also added landscaping and beau- 
tification, including the planting of trees and shrubs is on 
the list of projects for next year. A Little League Field is 
still contemplated to be constructed on the beach recreation- 
al area surrounding the pond. 


The Commissioners are grateful to the continued help, 
both financial and physical, offered by area and non-area 
residents, specifically the donation of rubbish removal by 
Mr. James Sedgely and the donation of a boat for use on 
the beach by Mr. Douglas Bilodeau. The picnic tables and 
fire places installed during the past season were generously 
donated by the South Deerfield Women’s Club.

Dear Mr. Filipkowski: 


I am pleased to submit to you my thirteenth report as 
Superintendent of Schools Union #38. 


GOALS 


Recently all superintendents in Massachusetts received 
from the Department of Education a statement, Educational 
Goals for Massachusetts. ‘‘Its intention is to serve as a broad 
but flexible set of educational aims to be used in shaping 
leadership and service to millions of learners in the next 
decade.’’ The following are excerpts from that statement; 


1. Physical and Emotional Well-being 


Edueation should contribute to the learner’s physical and 
emotional well-being, especially to a sense of personal worth 
and to a capacity for influencing one’s own destiny. 


2. Basic Communication Skills 


Education should develop in each learner the basic skills 
needed for communication, perception, evaluation, and can- 
ceptualization of ideas. Among the most important are read- 
ing, writing, speaking, listening, visual and computational 
skills. 
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3. Effective Uses of Knowledge 


Edueation should provide for each learner access to man’s 
cultural heritage, stimulate intellectual curiosity, and pro- 
mote intellectual development. 


4, Capacity and Desire for Lifelong Learning 


Edueation should foster and stimulate in each learner the 
natural desire for lifelong learning and should develop the 
skills necessary to fulfill that desire. 


5. Citizenship in A Democratic Society 


Edueation should provide each learner with a knowledge 
and understanding of how our society functions in theory 
and in practice; education must also foster individual com- 
mitment to exercise the rights and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship and to protect the rights of otherg 


6. Respect For The Community of Man 


Edueation should provide each learner with knowledge 
and experience which contribute to an understanding of hu- 
man similarities and differences and which advance mutual 
respect for humanity and for the dignity of the individual. 


7. Occupational Competence 


Edueation should provide the learner with the skills, ex- 
perience and attitudes, and the guidance for initial job 
placement ; it is equally important for the learner to develop 
a capacity to adapt to changing conditions. 


8. Understanding of the Environment 


Edueation should provide each learner with knowledge 
and understanding of the social, physical, and biological 
worlds and the balance between man and his environment 
and should develop attitudes and behavior leading to intel- 
ligent use of the environment. 
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9. Individual Values and Attitudes 


Education should expand and advance the humane dimen- 
sions of all learners, especially by helping them to identify 
and cultivate their own spiritual, moral, and ethical values 
and attitudes. 


10. Creative Interests and Talents 


Edueation should provide each learner with varied oppor- 
tunities to nurture interests, to discover and to develop na- 
tural talents, and to express values and feelings through 
various media. 


These ten goals express a commitment to search for a to- 
tal, interwoven approach to provide an equality of education 
in every form. The State Board of Education urges all local 
School Committees to review their policies and programs in 
the light of these goals. Your School Committee and Super- 
intendent will undertake a study to comply with this request. 


CURRICULUM 


After much discussion and deliberation, all Towns have 
adopted a social studies program for grades four through 
six. At present we are now using, The Concepts and Inquiry 
Program of Social Studies, published by Allyn and Bacon. 
Recently a specialist from the Company visited with teach- 
ers who are using the program to assist in solving any prob- 
lems they may have encountered. 


This summer a committee of teachers, Mrs. Louise Bell, 
Chairman; Mrs. Priscilla Chamberlain, Mrs. Jacqueline 
Graff and Mrs. Beatrice Reis, reviewed many of the new 
reading programs on the market for possible adoption. As 
time did not permit a final discussion, the study is still in 
process and various presentations by representatives have 
been made to the committee and all interested teachers. 


It was possible this year to present a fifteen session In 
Service Health Education Institute, to the teachers in both 
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Union #38 and Frontier Regional District. The program 
was organized and directed by Mrs. Edna Beattie. Sixty 
one staff personnel and six interested adults participated in 
the program. All teachers who attended thirteen or more ses- 
sions were granted three hours of increment credit. It is 
anticipated that the Institute will serve as an introduction 
and basis leading to the development of total Health Cur- 
riculum for kindergarten through grade twelve. A steering 
committee has been appointed to direct and develop such a 
curriculum. 


In addition to our workshop program, we have tried to 
improve articulation between the sixth and seventh grades 
in order to make a smoother transition from elementary to 
Junior High school. Teachers on both the sixth and seventh 
grade levels made exchange visits in order to observe teach- 
ing techniques and pupil maturity. A ‘‘feed back’’ session 
with all involved indicated that the experiment was a val- 
uable one. 


The fifth and sixth grade pupils were involved in a new 
experience in music. Miss Straney, vocal music teacher in 
Deerfield, and Mrs. Montague, teacher in Conway, Sunder- 
land and Whately, organized a chorus representing all ele- 
mentary schools in the Union. In addition, Miss Straney or- 
ganized a Union +38 elementary band. Both groups prac- 
ticed after school hours in South Deerfield. Late in the 
Spring, the chorus and the band culminated the many hours 
of practice in the presentation of a program for parents. 
The elementary instructional music program has continued 
under the direction of Miss Straney and has the following 
enrollments:

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SPECIAL EDUCATION 


Mrs. Jeanne Schwartz, guidance adjustment counselor for 
the Union Schools, submits the following statistics for the 
Whately School:

A check list was used by teachers in grades kindergarten 
through third grade to screen the children of their respective 
grades for possible perceptual problems. Seventy one child- 
ren were screened and four were considered for further 
study. 


Mrs. Phyllis Brown, speech therapist, worked with twelve 
(12) children from January through June and eleven (11) 
children as of September through December 1971. Students 
received instruction twice a week with an allotment of 
twenty five minutes per class. Nine percent of the children 
in Whately are receiving speech therapy. This compares to 
a total union percentage of six. During the period of Jan- 
uary-June 1971, Mrs. Brown had forty (40) parental con- 
ferences in the Union. In addition, she prepared a hand- 
book, An Introduction to Speech Problems, for teacher use. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Title I New regulations required the appointment of an 
advisory committee to assist in the formulation 
of the program. Members of the Committee were, 
Mrs. Joan Tessier, Chairman; Mrs. Susan Nelson, 
Seeretary; Mrs. Shirley Pielock, Mrs. Norma 
Sadowski, Mrs. Jane Grybko, Mrs. Sylvia Nye and 
Mrs. Arlene Mitzkovich. The program was de- 
voted to remedial reading, language, mathemat- 
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ics and physical education. The teachers were 
Mrs. Sophie Filipkowski, Mrs. Irene MacDonald, 
Miss Patricia Scott and Miss Janice MacDonald. 
Sixteen pupils participated in this six week pro- 
eram. The sum of $2,626.00 was alloted for the 
project. 


Title Il Our allocation of funds for this project was $200. 
00. This money was used to purchase library 
books and audio visual materials. 


PERSONNEL 


Resignations were received from Mrs. Gayle Verock, Mrs. 
Marilyn Edington and Mr. Graham Ward, part-time physical 
education instructor. Mrs. Jeanne Schwartz, Union adjust- 
ment guidance counselor and Mrs. Ingrid Apgar, Union art 
teacher, also resigned. Mrs. Lorraine Fitzpatrick, a graduate 
of the State College at Lowell, with two years experience. 
was appointed to the fourth grade position. Mr Thomas 
Bell, a recent graduate of Castleton State College, was ap- 
pointed to the sixth grade position. Mr. Michael Quinlan, 
a graduate of the University of Massachusetts and a physical 
education major, was appointed to the part-time physical 
education position. Miss Marlaine Antes, a recent graduate 
of the College of Our Lady of the Elms, was appointed art 
teacher in Union 338. 


The new teacher orientation program has been continued. 
The two day program culminated in a cook-out at the South 
Deerfield Rod and Gun Club where all new personnel in- 
formally met the Union and Frontier Regional School Com- 
mittee members. 


SPACE 


Some of the space problems mentioned in last year’s re- 
port have been alleviated by the construction of a room in 
the basement that has multiple uses as library and for spe- 
cial service teachers such as speech therapist and counselling. 
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We thank Mrs. Steven Stewart, the Parent Teachers Associ- 
ation, teachers and other townspeople for their donations. 
At present, volunteer aides Mrs. Jane Grybko, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Fleuriel and Mrs. Marsha Kendall are organizing the 
books in the library.

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Report of the Music Supervisor 


It is a pleasure to present this annual vocal music report 
for the elementary schools of Conway, Sunderland and 
Whately. 


In Folletts’ music series, ‘‘ Discovering Music Together’’ 
which is presently in use, there is a sequential program for 
voeal musie and appreciation. A basic musical concept of 
melody and rhythm while learning music reading is pro- 
vided. 


By the end of the fourth grade, the child has become ac- 
quainted with key and time signatures, tone, rhythm and 
phrase patterns from music notation. Ile can recognize mel- 
odie skips, has become more independant in using notation 
and has learned commonly used musical terms and symbols 
Thus the fourth grade is the turning point in musical growth, 
since prior to this, he has distinguished mood, dynamies and 
rhythm primarily by body movement or through the use of 
rhythm instruments. 


A spring concert involving sixth grade students from Con- 
way, Sunderland, Whately and the Deerfields was held for 
the first time. Attendance was on a voluntary basis with 
weekly rehearsals held for a period of three months at South 
Deerfield Grammar School. A final rehearsal of the combined 
chorus and Miss Straney’s elementary band was held at 
Frontier Regional School where the concert took place. Miss 
Straney and this music teacher worked in conjunction with 
one another during rehearsals and the final concert. 


For musie enrichment, fifth and sixth graders with their 
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principals and teachers attended the Young Peoples’ Concert 
of the Springfield Symphony Orchestra at Springfield Muni- 
cipal Auditorium in January. 


Again this year, this music teacher has attended two mu- 
sic conferences, each of which stimulated ones thinking, 
one in Pittsfield and one in Holyoke. 


In conclusion, let me thank all who have been in any way 
connected with the vocal music program of our elementary 
schools, be they committeemen, administrators, teachers, 
parents or pupils for their interest in school music education.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent, Principal, Schoo] Committee, and 
Citizens of the Town of Whately: 


I wish to submit my third annual report as school nurse 
for the period December 1970 through December 1971. 

Our goal in school health is to devise ways to assist our 
youth to achieve the greatest possible degree of health, thus 
helping them to develop the foundation for happy, useful 
lives. Hopefully each will gradually assume increased re- 
sponsibility for his own health, and that of his family and 
community. 


Annual physical examinations by the school physician, 
Dr. Boeh, have been completed in grades one, three and five. 
Referrals were sent to parents of any detected defects which 
were very few. Diphtheria-Tetanus boosters were given to 
the fifth graders who needed them and with parental per- 
mission. 


A menstrual educational film and discussion was held with 
the fifth and sixth grade girls in our schools. 


A German Vaccine clinic with Dr. Boeh in attendance was 
held for pre-school age through grade six. The clinic was 
optional - vaccine only given with parental permission. 


An anti-smoking film was shown and discussed with all 
fifth and sixth graders. 


Arrangements were made for the Nutritional Advisor, 
connected with the Mass. Dept. of Public Health, to speak 
on good eating habits to our primary grades. I hope to in- 
itiate further consultation in the field of nutritional and den- 
tal care. 
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Vision and hearing testing, heights, and weights, and 
checking for nits is done yearly for all students, resulting 
in many vision and a few hearing failures. Parents are noti- 
fied of failures and referrals sent for further examination 
by a physician. 


Mantoux skin testing for tuberculosis was given to Kind- 
ergarten and first graders and school personnel due for re- 
check. No positive reactors found.

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Cemetery Commissioners Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 


The Cemetery Commissioners herewith submit their an- 
nual report for the year 1971. This being our bicentennial 
year, in addition to the routine maintenance, extra work has 
been done in all three (3) cemeteries. 

At the East ‘Cemetery the metal fence was painted and an 
extensive brush and small tree clearing projact was com- 
pleted. A heavy growth of poison ivy and poison sumac 
made the clearing more difficult. Also, numerous stones were 
put back in their foundations. 

At the West Cemetery the brush was cut back, exposing 
the old stone wall on the north side. Additional mowing and 
trimming especially in the ‘‘old part’’ had greatly improved 
the area. 

At the Center Cemetery the wooden fence along the front 
was repaired and painted for the first time in 20 years. This 
proved to be more of a project than expected as it took 20 
gallons of paint to do the job. Late in the season the Tree 
Warden removed a large tree that blew down and blocked 
the center driveway. The Highway Department helped with 
several loads of loam and gravel and plowed the driveways 
when needed. 

At the present time there are very few vacant lots left in 
the cemeteries and the Commissioners feel that with a rel- 
atively small outlay of money additional land could be ac- 
quired at the West Cemetery. This would take eare of the 
space problem for the immediate future.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In 1971 the Planning Board held joint meetings with the 
Board of Selectmen and the Zoning Board of Appeals to con- 
sider the impact and pressures of the times as they affect 
the Town of Whately. These meetings have reaffirmed the 
position of the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals that we should go on working strictly within the frame- 
work of our Subdivision Control Rules and Regulations and 
Zoning By-laws as to the use of buildings, structures and 
land, ineluding multiple unit housing. 


Whately is unique in that it has a rural flavor and a na- 
tural beauty that is rare and irreplaceable, and anything 
that could possibly affect the esthetics, health, safety and 
welfare of the citizens should be carefully considered. 


It was with these factors in mind, plus the dangers of pol- 
lution, (the existing facilities of the Town relative to sewage 
disposal and sanitation would be inadequate) that after long 
and eareful study the Planning Board, by unanimous vote, 
denied its consent for the erection of an eight unit, seventy 
to eighty dwelling apartment complex, and also by unani- 
mous vote, denied its consent for the erection of another 
eleven dwelling apartment building.

It is only by keeping in touch with the district supervisor 
that we can qualify for the purchase of various surplus ma- 
terials and equipment, and through this means we have been 
able to obtain a Payloader front-end loader and two Con- 
tinental engines suitable for replacement in our Federal 
snow trucks. These items were obtained late in 1971, hav- 
ing been on requisition for some months. We also have an 
order in for a road-grader, which has been approved by the 
Department, and we hope this will be available within a few 
months, 


These items, with numerous small supplies, are obtainable 
at low cost, and although requiring some rehabilitation, are 
a valuable addition to our equipment. 


It is very desirable to keep the Civil Defense unit activa- 
ted and a suitable appropriation and continued interest by 
the publie is desirable.

20, 1967 to February 6, 1971, made in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Gordon A. MeGill, Assistant 
Chief of Bureau.

Sir: 


Ag directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Whately for the period from August 
20, 1967, the date of the previous examination, to February 
6, 1971, and report thereon as follows: 
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The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town or comit- 
ting bills for collection were examined, checked and verified 
by comparison with the records in the offices of the town 
bookkeeper and the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town bookke- 
eper were examined and checked. The general and appropri- 
ation ledger accounts were analyzed and proved. The rec- 
orded accounts receipts were compared with the treasurer’s 
books and with the records in the several departments col- 
leecting money for the town, while the payments were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and with the treasury warrants. 
The appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes pas- 
sed by the town meetings and with the finance committee’s 
authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. 


A balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town on De- 
eember 31, 1970. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
and the receipts as recorded were compared with the town 
bookkeeper’s books, with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. The 
recorded payments were checked with the treasury warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse funds and with the 
town bookkeeper’s records. 


The cash balance on February 6, 1971 was proved by re- 
conciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in 
the office. 


The records pertaining to funded debt, as well as tempor- 
ary loans, were examined and checked. The loans issued 
were proved by comparison with the amounts falling due 
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and were checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The records of tax titles were examined. The amounts 
transfered to the tax title account were checked with the 
collector’s and the town bookkeeper’s records, and the re- 
ported redemptions and sales were compared with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
and State taxes, the county and teachers’ retirement sys- 
tems, and teachers annuities and insurance were examined 
and checked. The deductions and payments to the proper 
agencies were proved, while the balances on hand were re- 
conciled with the respective controls in the town bookke- 
eper’s ledger. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the treasurer were examined and listed. The bequests 
were checked, the income was proved the withdrawals were 
verified and the balances in the several funds wre reconcild 
with the town bookkeeper’s ledger. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
andchecked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitments 
of taxes and excies, were audited and proved with the war- 
rants issued by the board of assessors. The recorded collee- 
tions were checked, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, the recorded abatements were compared with the ree- 
ords of the assessors, the taxes transferred to the tax title 
account were verified, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved with the ledger. The cash on hand Feb- 
ruary 6, 1971 was proved by actual count. 


To further verify the outstanding tax and excise accounts, 
notices were sent to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 
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The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting li- 
_ censes, aS well as for gasoline registrations, were checked 
with the records of licenses and registrations issued. The 
payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand Febru- 
ary 6, 1971 was proved by actual count. 


The appropriations, as listed from the town clerk’s rec- 
ords of town meetings, were compared with the aggregate 
amounts raised by the assessors in the determination of the 
tax rates covered by the period of the audit. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by 
law to furnish them for the faithful performance of their 
duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the Board 
of Selectmen, as well as by the Health, Highway, Welfare, 
Sehool, Library, and Cemetery departments and by all other 
departments in which money was collected for the town, 
were examined and checked. The payments to the town 
treasurer were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
and the town bookkeeper’s books, and the cash in the sev- 
eral departments was proved by actual count. 

There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing reconcilitations of several cash 
accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental ac- 
counts, aS well as schedules showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust and investment funds. 

During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended 
by all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
